Three  Unusual  Plants 
Verified  At  Smithsonian 

Three  botanical  collections,  each  of  which  has  been  found 
only  once  before  in  the  United  States,  have  been  identified 
at  B.  Y.  U.,  it  was  reported  by  Dr.  B.  F.  Harrison,  chairman 
of  the  botany  department. 

The  first  of  the  three  rare  specimens,  a member  of  the 



snapdragon  family,  with  small 
blue  flowers,  was  found  by  Dr. 
D.  Eldon  Beck,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  zoology,  on  the  Aquarius 
Plateau  in  Garfield  county,  while 
on  a biological  field  trip  for  the 
university  a year  ago. 

The  second  find  was  the  spec- 
ies gracilis  Jones,  which  was 
collected  three  years  ago  by  a 
student,  Desma  Hall  Galway. 

I Its  location  w£is  in  a rocky  area 
at  an  elevation  of  4800  feet  in 
Railroad  Canyon,  three  miles 
northeast  of  Panaca,  Nevada. 
The  plant  was  small,  with  gold- 
en aster-like  flowers. 

Plants  Verified 
At  Smithsonian 

A plant  collected  by  Dr.  Har- 
rison himself  was  the  third  re- 
markable collection  recently 
determined.  This  plant,  a rela- 
tive of  the  Indian  parsnip,  bear- 
ing small  purple  flowers,  was 
found  in  May,  1935  at  an  alti- 
tude of  5700  feet  in  White  Sage 
Valley,  55  miles  west  of  Milford 
in  Millard  County.  It  was 
among  grass  and  low  desert 
shrubs  on  the  rock  foothills. 

This  collection,  after  prelimi- 
nary determination,  was  sent  to 
C.  V.  Morton,  assistant  curator 
of  the  United  States  National 
Museum  in  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitute. Mr.  Morton  certified  it 
as  having  been  collected  on  only 
one  known  occasion  previously.

plants  are  collected*  each  year 
by  the  university  botany  depart- 
ment, the  recent  identification 
of  these  three  rare  findings  is  a 
gratifying  distinction,”  Dr.  Har- 
rison stated.  “Our  students  and 
faculty  members  occasionally 
obtain  rare  collections  singly, 
but  the  occurrance  of  three  of 
them  simultaneously  is  particu- 
larly noteworthy." 


Students  Ask  For  Check 
On  Demoralizing  Practices 


Honor,  An  Individual  Responsibility 

(An  Editorial) 

When  students  demand  that  a virile  honor  system  be 
in  constant  activity  it  is  a mark  of  respect  worthy  of  the 
founders  of  Brigham  Young  university. 

Last  week  the  President’s  club  met  with  the  three 
campus  service  fraternities  and  passed  resolutions  to  the 
effect  that  an  honor  code  be  consciously  established  in  the 
minds  of  the  entire  student  body. 

This  means  that  students,  not  faculty,  are  clamoring  for 
strict,  unquestionable  honesty  during  examinations;  for 
fair  play  by  keeping  order  in  the  Library;  for  a sincere  re- 
spect for  both  university  and  private  property;  and  for  a 
conscious  adherence  to  the  ideals  of  the  Church  which  fosters 
the  institution. 

How  can  such  a system  be  enforced?  Several  methods 
are  obvious:  (1)  the  faculty-projected  discipline  is  still  in 
effect;  (2)  the  determination  of  hundreds  of  students  who 
have  pledged  themselves  to  free  the  school  of  honor  in- 
fractions; (3)  if  pressed,  the  student  body  may  elect  a stu- 
dent court  empowered  to  demand  that  the  erring  one  per- 
mantly  leave  the  campus,  and  (4)  the  desire  of  the  individual 
to  conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  majority  will  help  to  bring 
many  into  line. 

Perhaps  the  ‘few’  will  cry  “Revolution!”  But  the  ma- 
jority will  recognize  in  this  step  the  progressive  evolution  of 
character,  and  the  fostering  of  good-will  toward  their  asso- 
ciates. 

The  Y News  salutes  the  student  body  in  its  new  project 
which  if  sustained  will  bring  hopor  to  both  the  school  and 
its  founders;  will  create  a school  spirit  of  admirable  dimen- 
sions; and  at  the  same  time  will  enrich  the  heritage  of  fu- 
ture students.

A growing  resentment 
against  library  noise,  exam 
cheating,  petty  thievery,  mu- 
tilation of  library  books  and 
similar  practices  by  a small 
minority  is  being  felt  among 
the  student  body,  it  was  reveal- 
ed at  the  Presidents’  club  meet- 
ing held  recently. 

The  opinion  expressed  at  this 
meeting  is  that  as  the  com- 
plaints have  come  from  the  stu- 
dents themselves,  the  logical 
way  to  correct  them  is  by  stu- 
dent cooperation.  They  there- 
fore are  making  an  appeal  that 
each  student  watch  himself, 
and  make  the  library  really  a 
place  to  study.  The  honor  sys- 
tem, of  course,  is  more  difficult 
because  so  few  are  involved  in 
cheating  or  thievery.  However, 
it  is  urged  that  all  can  help  by 
publicizing  known  violators. 

The  club  would  especially  like 
to  point  out  that  they  are  not 
issuing  any  decree,  but  feel  that 
there  is  no  need  for  the  many  to 
suffer  for  the  sins  of  the  few, 
and  that  an  appeal  for  all  to  be 
watchful  is  all  that  is  necessary. 

Eventually  it  is  hoped  to 
bring  a constitutional  amend- 
ment before  the  students  pro- 
viding for  a board  of  control 
with  power  to  regulate  violat- 
ors. 

The  Presidents’  club  is  com- 
posed of  the  president  of  each 
organization  of  the  campus,  and 
is  conceded  to  be  a thoroughly 
representative  group.
